“In the interview with Secretary Ep- 
Warp 8S. Corng.i of the National High- 
ways Protective Society, reported in the 
Magazine Section of Tom Sunpay Times,

amounts to the original’ outlay. Sec- 
retary CORNELL says: 

Not long ago Gov: BALDWIN of Con- 
necticut asked fe if I advised construc- 
tion in this State of 100 miles of road at 
$2,500 a mile, or ten miles of road at 
$25,000 a mile. I told him.that the ten 
miles would be the better investment of 
the two for any State providing a cer- 
tain annual expehditure. for upkeep. 

The road builders of this State have 

not looked far enéugh into the future. | 
Already many of the new roads built 
under the $50,000,000 appropriation 
have been practically destroyed; and 
the cost of maintenarice of the rest 
amounts annually to a large percentage 
of their. first. cost. The “counsel of 
making .haste slowly was never more 
needed: The people next Fall are to 
vote upor a bond ‘issue of- $50,000,000 
more, and they will want to know 
whether roads to be built at large ex- 
pense to the State will be of a kind 
that wilt admit of.economical repair.

strike; a device invented, or at least first 
brought to publie notice, by political 
exiles In Siberia. Fivé of the incarcerated 
window-smashers deliberately refused to 
eat, and, when forced feeding was at- 
tempted, gave by their agonized shrieks 
such a verisimilitudinous imitation of wo- 
men who were being tortured that there 
didn’t seem to be anything to do éxcept 
to set them free. And set free they were. 
Whether they really would have starved 
themselves to death if not released may 
be just a little doubtful, but there is no 
question that they much exaggerated 
their sufferings when nourishment was 
administered to them Against their will. 
Except for the restrairit placed upon them 
to make the administration possible, they 
could have felt nothing worse than a 
discomfort often endured with ¢om- 
posure by invalids with one or another 
affection of the throat, ‘Tobe “‘ tube- 
fed,” as they call it in hospitals, is not 
pleasant, but it is not torture. However, 
as the Siberian exiles. have not infre- 
quently secured by hunger strikes, and 
from harsher jailors than these women 
had, desired mitigations of their con- 
ditions, it is no wonder that the Warden 
of Aylesbury Jail was alarmed by what 
was going on and took steps to get rid of 
prisoners who at least. seemed ready to 
carry protest to the very last extremity. 
That the same expedient is. not oftener 
used. in jails to secure freedom is“ some- 
what strange, Ordinary crinitnais never 
seem to think of it as a plan to be fol- 
lowed in combination, but if they did the 
present sufficiently difficult problems of 
imprisonment would be much complicated. 
Probably. the explanation lies in the low 
intelligence of the ordinary criminal, his 
acceptance of confinement as more or less 
a matter of course, to be made the best 
of, and his inability to resist: the tempta- 
tion to eat when he is hungry.

last week should have seen a general 
reaction of about 2 points after a rise 
which . with few interruptions hed 
raised the quotation of the raflroad 
stocks about 7% points, and the in- 
dustrial stocks about 8 points. 


In order, however, not ‘to minimize 
the possible influence of the adverse 
news of the past week; which gov- 
erned the course of prices to the exclu- 
sion of the more general eonsiderations 
which have furnished the background 
for recent market improvement, it 
should be noted that this news. con- 
‘talned possible: indicdtions of a” les- 
sening of the force of some of the the- 
ories upon which stocks had rT. 
ly been advancing. At all events, 
temper of the market was such that 
weight of this kind waa given to the 
news of the week. First came the 
April. Government. crop report show- 
ing a decline in the condition of Win- 
ter wheat of 6 points since last De- 
cember, the April 1 figure being 5% 
points under the ten-year average at 
this date. Following this poor report 
came many private advices regarding 
damage to the Winter wheat fields, 
and to all of these the grain markets 
were inclined to give full credence. In 
Chicago May wheat rose from $1.015 
a bushel on Monday to $1.10 a bushel 
on Saturday, and thus the market 
seemed to be confirming the probable 
accuracy of the low.estimate of con- 
dition,. which these private advices 
were putting upon the Winter wheat 
crop. This was undoubtedly one of the 
influences affecting stock market senti- 
ment, but perhaps not a very. im- 
portant one, because of the prevailing 
disposition in. the financial district to 
minimize the week's reports: of wheat 
damage.
